The memorial of the.Council and House af Representatives. 
af'the Territory of Wisconsin, to, the Senate of the United. 
States, respectfully sheweth : 


That a large and interesting.portion of our territory lying 
north of the Fox, and betyveen thetWolf and Wisconsin riv-. 
ers, in close proximity to densely settled counties, is still held: 
and ocevpied-by the Menomonee tribe of Indians, 
` Varjous considerations of interest to.this territory, imperi- 
qusly demand. the earliest possible extinguishment of the 
Indian title to those lands., On the Sth day of, August, 1846, 
congress passed an act appropriating to the.state of Wis-. 
cansin a certain quantity of land, equal to one-half of three 
sections in width, on each side ef.the Fox. river, and the. 
lakes through which it passes; for the purpose of improving 
the Fox and Wisconsin, rivers and constructing a canal to. 
connect the same, which lands are to be.selected by the gov- 
ernor of the state of Wisconsin, 

Previous to the passage of; this act much of the valuable 
Jabd then. in market upon the: said’ river-and: lakes. had-alrea-. 
_ @y been purchased, and passed from the ‘ possession.of tha. 
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government, consequently the selection of the necessary 
‘quantity of land to complete the said work, the location of 
which will be required immediately upon the organization 
‘of our state government the ensuing season, cannot be made 
in good lands from that pakt of the:reservation now in market. 

Hence will be seen the imperious necessity of the early 
extinguishment of this Indian title, in order that the state 
may avail itself of the benefits of this important grant of con- 
gress. But this interest is not the only important interest to 
thestate of Wisconsin that would be injuriously affected 
by a delay of the extinguishment of the Indian ti le to those 
lands. 

At the present rate of purchase and location by military 
land warrants, another year will nearly complete the sales of 
the desirable portion of agricultural lands lying south of the 
Fox river reservation, consequently tlrese lands will be want- 
ed for immediate settlement. 


Your memorialists are also informed, and befieve that this 
tract of country, in addition to large quantities of valuable 
agricultural lands embraces-some of the best pine lands to 
be found in Wisconsin, and directly connected with a large 
and extensive agricultural district on the south totally des- 
titute of this valuable kind of timber. Hence another im- 
portant consideration for the speedy sale of the lands alla- 
ded to. 

In presenting these considerations for an early treaty with 
the Menomonees for these valuable lands, your memorialists 
are aware that however desirable would be the accomplish- 
ment of this important object, they are constrained to be- 
lieve that under the restrictions imposed by the following 
clause of a resolution of the honorable senate adopted on the 
third day of March, A. D. 1842, viz: “that in future nego- 
tiations of Indian treaties no reservation of ,land ‘should be 
made in favor-of any person, nor the payment of any debts 
provided for,” it will be in vain to attempt to treat with, this 
tribe of Indians. T gi :

¥ cucieenuinaliatciore satisfied auies that these Ip- 
dians are bones] y.and-honofably indebied to. certain- Jagian 
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traders, who arë allied to them by intermarriage, and who have 
resided long on their borders, and who in seasons of want and 
distress, by sickness and by famine, have contributed liberally 
to their necessities, by supplies of provisions and goods, and 
that no considerations can be offered to induce these Indians 
to treat for their lands-except upon condition of payment by 
money or grants ef land, to the creditors and friends who 
have thus aided them in distress. Indeed. with the fuHest 
conviction that proper credits have been given them, your 
memorialists believe that any attempt to urge them to make 
sale of their lands without a provision for such payment 
would be urging them to dishonor and violate a legal and 
moral obligation as binding as any in civilized life. 

In view of all the premises, your memorialists most res- 
pectfuily ask your honorable body a reconsideration of the 
restrictions imposed by the resolution alluded to, that the 
appropriation since made by congress for defraying the ex- 
penses of a treaty with that tribe of Indians may be made. 
availabte, and all the benefits depending upon an'early sur- 
vey and sale of those valuable lands be realized to the peo- 
ple of Wisconsin.

To the honorable the Senate and House of Represeutatires 
in Congress assembled :. 


The memorial of,the council and house of representatives 
of the territory of, Wiscoysin, respectfully represent that con- 
gress, by an actentitled ‘“‘ anact granting asection of land for . 
the improvement of the Grant river at the town of Potosi, in 
Wisconsin territory,” approved June 15, 1844, appropriated to 
the said territory section number thirty-four, in town three, norta 
of range three west, for.the purpose of improving the Grant 
riyer slough, at the town of Potosi, in said territory. that iu 
pursuance of the intention of congress. as expressed in said 
act, the territory of Wisconsin have caused said section to be 
sold, and the nett proceeds arising from said sale, after de- 
ducting therefrom all expenses, are two thousand seven hun- 
dred and twenty-five dollars.and odd cents, which sum is 
now expended. The commissioners appointed by the legis- 
latiye assembly of Wisconsin have caused a reconnoisance and 
survey of.the impravement necessary to be made, in order to 
carry out the intentions of congress, with reference to the 
same, under the superintendance of Joshua Barney, from 
whose report and estimate it appears that the sum of twenty 
thousand: and forty dollars is necessary to perfect and eou- 
sumate said improvement. The legislative. assembly there- 
fore ask yaur honorable bodies to make’an additional appro- 
priation of the sum of seventeen thousand three hundred and 
fifteen doliars, which your memorialists. think will be suti- 
cient to camplete said:improvement. 

Your memorialists would. suggest the propriety of placing 
seid appropriation under, the direction of the legislature of ` 
Wisconsin, 
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Your memorialists will not enlarge upon the importance of 
said improvement to the interests of the said territory and the 
great and rapidly increasing commerce of the Upper Missis- 
sissippi, but simply remark that the Potosi landing is the 
point from which a large amount of the vast quantity of 
lead raised in the territory is shipped and that the products of 
the Upper Mississippi lead mines, duging the psst year ex- 
ceeded thirty millions of pounds, and is yet on the increase. 

Your memorialists will further state that the appropriation 
already made will be entirely useless for the purpose of ef- 
fecting said improvement without an additional one sufficient 
to complete it; they therefore repeat their request that con- 
gress will at its present session make the appropriation here- 
in asked for.

That the country bordering on lehe Mishigen lying be- 
tween the city of Milweukee and Shebeoygen is conling 
very fast, end increasing its population in a ratie quae ws- 


precedented, as will fully appear by the following state- 
ment, to wit: 

Washington county, in June one thouennd eight hundred 
and fcrty-six, contained a population of seven thousand four 
hur: :ed and seventy-three inhabitants, and in December of 
the following year it had increased to fifteen thousand five 
hundred and forty-seven. Dodge county, in June one thou- 
sand eight hundred and forty-six, contained seven thousand 


seven hundred and eighty-seven inhabitants, and on the first 
day of December of the succeeding year had increased to 


fourteen thousand nine hundred and six. Columbia county 
in the same period .of time increased from one thousand 
nine hundred and sixty-nine, to three thousand seven huns 
dred and ninety-one inhabitants exhibiting an increse, in 
the total population of those counties in about eighteen 
months, of sixteen thousand nine hundred and fifteen in- 
habitants, and which population is rapidly augmenting. 

That the most convenient point of access those counties 
have to lake Michigan, is that of Port Washington, where 
the commerce of that important region of country centres, 
and where, for the convenience, safety and protection of ves- 
sels, and steamboats navigating Jake Michigan, a light house 
should be erected without delay.
